State Lifts 


Age Limits On 


Sulk Vaccine 


BERKELEY

state 
Health Department has lifted 
all age restrictions on distribu­ 
tion of commercial supplies of 
polio vaccine. 
This doesn’t apply to the 
free public vaccine purchased 
by public funds and, by law, 
restricted to children up to 19 
years and to pregnant women. 
The commercial vaccine is 
sold to physicians through drug 
stores and by manufacturers. 
SUPPLY INCREASES 
Dr. Malcolm Merrill, state 
health director, said the com­ 
mercial supply has increased 
substantially and about 18,000 
cubic centimeters presently is 
on shelves*of drug stores or in 
storage in m a n u f a c t u r i n g 
plants. 
Dr. Merrill said he wants 
California to make full use of 
its share and feels almost cer­ 
tain that if it isn’t used here 
it will be reallocated to other 
states where the demand is 
greater. 
OLDER VICTIMS 
Dr. Merrill said nearly one- 
third of California’s polio cases 
occur in persons over 20 years 
old. He especially urged inocu­ 
lation of parents of young chil­ 
dren. 
He emphasized, too, that a 
considerable number of chil­ 
dren can be afforded some pro­ 
tection between now and late 
summer when polio is at its 
peak.

Idaho power obtained a Fed­ 
eral Power Commission con­ 
struction license last year, and 
j has already started work on 
one of the dams.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
It's Time Supervisors Look 
Long At Special Districts 


Marin's supervisors found themselves 
in an embarrassing position this week. 
They had authorized construction of a 
sewer line and had no money with 
which to pay the contractor. 
The uncomfortable situation came 
about because of a special assessment 
district, a legal entity which is causing 
the supervisors more and more discom­ 
fort. This is what happened: 
A subdivider, wishing to put his prop­ 
erty on the market, followed the per­ 
fectly legal procedure of establishing a 
special assessment district for construc­ 
tion of roads, sewers, water system and 
the like. Last March the district was 
formed, engineer and attorney appoint­ 
ed, construction bonds ordered printed 
and sold to a bond house at public sale. 
Now these bonds would be a direct 
lien against the individual lots in the 
subdivision. The purchaser of any lot 
would have to pay off a particular bond. 
The subdivider had no direct interest in 
the repayment of this bond money ex­ 
cept insofar as lots he was not able to 
sell are concerned. 
The supervisors didn’t check to see if 
bond delivery had been consummated. 
Instead, acting under the direction of 
the district s attorney, and as the dis­ 
trict’s governing board, they signed a 
contract for the construction of a sewer 
line on the property. That was in May. 
Last month the job was done. 
This

month the contractor was complaining 
he didn’t get paid. The board asked why. 


They learned that the bonds had 
never been delivered and that the dis­ 
trict has no money. 
The reason the 
bonds hadn’t been delivered was that 
the final subdivision map hadn’t been 
filed or approved by the planning com­ 
mission. Each bond must carry the de­ 
scription of the lot to which it is ap­ 
plied. 


This sort of thing is apt to make the 
supervisors look a little foolish. 
Here 
they were with a completed sewer line 
constructed for a subdivision which 
didn’t officially exist even on paper, 
and they had no money to pay for it. 
The attorney got them off the hook 
insofar as the contractor was concerned; 
he agreed to pay the contractor and 
take an assignment of the debt. But 
certainly a law firm shouldn’t feel it 
has to be a lending institution just so a 
workman can get his pay. 
All of this boils down to one point: 
the board of supervisors is going to have 
to tighten its procedures in regards to 
special assessment districts. Last week 
they decided a stand against private 
negotiation of bond sales. 
This week 
they have assessment district bills they 
can’t pay. 
Certainly a long careful look at spe­ 
cial assessment districts seems in order.

IT SEEMS to me to be more 
perceptive 
and 
persuasive 
than 
anything 
which 
has 
come from any other source. 
The Free Trade Union Com­ 
mittee study makes the fol­ 
lowing central points and I 
think they deserve to be kept 
as the touchstone of our ap­ 
praisal of the new Khrusch­ 
chev line and as the premises 
of Western policy: 
1. Just as the Kremlin's 
“new look” does not abandon 
Soviet imperialism, “so the 
united front tactics do not 
signify a renunciation of the 
ultimate goal of international 
communism: 
the 
esiablish- 
men of a one-party totalitar­ 
ian dictatorship in all coun­ 
tries.” 


2. IN JUDGING Moscow's 
devotion to the cause of world 
peace it is important to bear 
in mind that during the pop­ 
ular-front tactics of the mid­ 
thirties, “the Communists al­ 
so proclaimed that war could 
be prevented through a peace 
movement/ but this did not 
prevent Moscow from signing 
in 1939 the Stalin-Hitler pacts 
which gave Hitler the green 
light for starting World War 
II.”

3. Is there any reason to 
trust Khruschchev’s disavow- 
al of violence to bring about 
communism? The feet is he 
disavowed violence only when 
it wasn’t needed. 
To quote 
exactly, he said that “the use 
or non-use of violence in the 
transition to socialism (Soviet 
term for communism) depends 
on the resistance of the ex­ 
ploiters, on whether the ex­ 
ploiting class itself resorts to 
violence, rather than on the 
proletariat.” In other words, 
if the non-Communist forces 
submit voluntarily to Com­ 
munist distatorship, the Com­ 
munists promise not to use 
force!

OB — T h e 
nomination of Gov. Averell 
Harriman for President would 
do more than any other like­ 
ly political action right now 
to speed the coming of a two- 
party system in the South. 


Harriman appears to be the 
Democrat 
most feared 
by 
conservative 
S o u t h erners. 
He’s the only New Deal-Fair 
Deal candidate in the race. 
He has been warned by some 
Democrats that his nomina­ 
tion for President probably 
would obtain a bolt on elec­ 
tion day. 


If it worked out that way, 
the 1956 presidential election 
would be the third in a row in 
which Southern, conservative 
Democrats had bolted the 
party ticket in a big way. A 
conservative 
state’s 
rights 
party took 39 Southern elec­ 
toral votes from President 
Truman in 1948. These so- 
called Dixiecrats won Ala­ 
bama, Louisiana, Mississippi 
and 
South 
Carolina, 
and 
picked up the 39th electoral 
vote in Tennessee. 


FOUR SOUTHERN states 
bolted Adlai E. Stevenson in 
1952 to cast their electoral 
votes for President Eisenhow­ 
er. They were Florida, Ten­ 
nessee, Texas and Virginia. 


Former President Hoover 
broke the solid South in the 
1928 
election 
when 
those 
states were afire about the is­ 
sue of prohibition and the 
fact that the Democrats had 
nominated a Catholic, Gov. 
Alfred E. Smith of New York. 


Prohibition is dead and re­ 
ligion is much less an issue 
now than then. But the is­ 
sues presently dividing the 
Democrats of the South from 
the big city and organized la­ 
bor elements in the north and 
east are not subsiding. They 
are getting bigger every day, 


notably the issue of race re­ 
lations. 
The more important those 
issues become, the greater the 
pressure for a Southern two- 
party system. The plight of 
the Southern conservatives is 
this: 


THEY C ANNOT nominate 
one of their own, Sen. Harry 
S. Byrd of Virginia, for ex­ 
ample. 
They no longer can veto a 
nomination because in 1936 
the Democratic party abol­ 
ished the rule which had re­ 
quired a two-thirds majority 
for nomination of a presiden­ 
tial candidate. 
The once-powerful South­ 
ern states are reduced within 
the Democratic party to ac­ 
cepting a compromise. That 
is what they seek this year. 
Most or, at least, many South­ 
ern leaders prefer Stevenson 
to anyone else in sight, 


STEVENSON 
H A S 
n o t 
changed much, if any, in four 
years. The Southerners were 
reaching for a conservative 
candidate in 1952 and Sen. 
Richard B. Russell of Geor­ 
gia was their man. Russell 
lost and has hung up his 
shoes. He lost principally be­ 
cause organized labor now 
possesses in Democratic na­ 
tional conventions something 
of the veto power which the 
Southern states once had. 
Labor, with 
considerable 
aid from others, vetoed Rus­ 
sell in 1952 and could stop 
him 
again, 
or 
any 
other 
Southern candidate. Steven­ 
son in 1&52 did not look so 
good to many in the South 
compared to Russell. 


THIS YEAR, however, Ste­ 
venson looks much better to 
many Southerners when com­ 
pared to the likely alterna­ 
tives — Harriman and Sen. 
Estes Kefauver. 


Water Consumption Here 


Zooms in Warm Period 


Marin's water consumption 
skyrocketed up to 25 million 
gallons per day during June’s 
“unprecedented warm period’’ 
but the Marin Municipal Water 
District’s net income dropped 
$49,653 from June, 1955. 
“It doesn’t worry me,” com­ 
mented Thomas T. Kent, pres­ 
ident of the water district, as 
he received reports from the 
auditor and General Manager 
William R. Seeger Wednesday 


night. 
The facts remain: the district 
wound up the fiscal year with 
$551,631 net income; realized 
$57,280 net income 
during 
June and payment for June’s 
metered revenue is “ still lock­ 
ed in the meters” due to the 
district’s relatively new policy 
of reading the meters every 
two months. 
Seeger expanded upon the 
financial statement which dis­ 


closed profit for the past fis­ 
cal year is $70,210 less than for 
the corresponding period of 
1955. He pointed out the dis­ 
trict has launched a “ consider­ 
able 
maintenance 
program” 
within its area, spent out-of- 
pocket funds to repair the 
heavy winter storm damage 
and been forced to relocate 
water lines due to the highway 
construction projects. 


Seeger’s report showed the 
bumper 
water 
consumption 
during June was some 10 per 
cent higher than last year’s 
maximum. Number of new me­ 
tered connections rose to 271 
during the past month as com­ 


pared with 183 for June, 1955. 
Total number of new service 
connections installed during 
the first six months of this 
year was 909 as compared with 
754 for the same period last 
year. 


On the other side, Seeger 
noted during June 96 services 
were turned off, 223 services 
turned on with a gain of 127 
as compared to a gain of 164 
for the same month last year. 


Water in storage in the dis­ 
trict’s five impounding reser­ 
voirs was up more than a mil­ 
lion gallons compared with 
last year’s totals. Seeger to- 
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taled a whopping 8,422,000,000 
gallons as compared with 7,- 
181,269,000 in 1955. 


In other matters, the direc­ 
tors agreed to hinng consult­ 
ing engineer E. E. Blackie of 
the firm of Blackie and Wood 
to make a complete independ­ 
ent review of the district’s re­ 
ports and studies in prepara­ 
tion for the proposed Novem­ 
ber bond issue. 


Request of Frank (Andy) An­ 
derson of Sausalito to serve 
as public relations man for the 
district’s bond issue was taken 
under consideration.

Nonstrikers Getting By 


Despite Steel Walkout 


PITTSBURGH UP)—What are 
the steel companies doing now 
that operations are shut down 
by a nationwide strike? 
All across the country in 
darkened 
mills, 
supervisors 
are keeping a watchful eye 
on banked furnaces and silenc­ 
ed machinery. 
Most 
clerical, 
engineering 
and 
other 
white-collar 
em­ 
ployees are going about their 
daily duties as usual. Many 
others are on vacation. 
Nonstrikers 
for the most 
part haven’t felt the financial 
pinch. Only a few layoffs have 
been reported. 
There have 
been 
no 
reports 
of salary 
slashes. 
As one Pittsburgh steel com­ 
pany spokesman put it: 
“Right now we’re in a sort 
of transitional stage. We’ve 
been fairly busy up until now. 
But from here on there’s go­ 
ing to be some sliding. 
“We have tried to keep our 
nonstriking personnel busy at 
constructive things. But there’s 
bound to come a time when 
this won’t be possible.” 
The 
spokesman 
indicated 


his firm might lay off some 
office 
and supervisory 
per­ 
sonnel and cut some salaries if 
the strike is lengthy. 
Most steel companies have 
an agreement with the union 
permitting unhampered move­ 
ment of supervisory personnel 
in and out of the mills. 
Pickets invariably wave or 
shout a greeting as company 
representatives pass through 
the gate, a far cry from days 
past when feelings ran high 
and picket lme tensions some­ 
times erupted into violence. 
Where supervisors are not 
kept occupied checking and 
maintaining furnaces and ma­ 
chinery, they spend some time 
getting

‘‘Did you say ‘Mama needs 
help'?” asks a young mother. 
“Then say it again. Dr. Bar- 
mour, say it again! Maybe my 
husband will listen to you.” 
This mother has four small 
children. She knows what she's 
talking about. She continues. 
“There are very few people 
who understand what a mother 
with several small children is 
up against. Most men are de­ 
tached from the real job of 
parenthood. 
They’re 
almost 
useless around home. They are 
lost in the business of making 
money. They don’t even try to 
understand. 
“Modem wives have to be 
both fathers and mothers. We 
must be disciplinarians, teach­ 
ers, and home nurses. We are 
cooks, housekeepers, carpen­ 
ters and painters. We are gar­ 
deners and landscape archi­ 
tects. We never get away from 
responsibility. We never relax. 
We always feel pushed and 
worried. 
“When we complain, our men 
are puzzled. My husband is a 
good example. I objected to 
doing the laundry daily. ‘What’s 
the matter?’ he asked. Thought 
you a wTasher and dryer, didn't 
I? Get your work done, dear 
girl, get your work done. I 
can’t stand dirty clothes lying 
around.’ Actually, that’s what 
he said. 
“I still love him. So I keep 
up a mad race for cleanliness. 
I can’t even turn the children 
over to him Saturdays or Sun­ 
days. He is too helpless. If I 
leave home for a few minutes, 
chaos descends. I come back to 
finding him standing in the 
middle of the room, wringing 
his hands. Then he accuses me 
of deserting him. What a life! 
“My letter may seem exag­ 
gerated to women who get help 
at home. The rest of them will 
agree with me. Please, Dr. Bar­ 
bour, keep reminding our hus­ 
bands that their wives need 
help!” 
I'm glad to print this let­ 
ter. I’m more than willing to 
remind husbands that mothers 


of small children are badly 
overworked. Mama really does 
need help. Gentlemen, will you 
help her?

By GARBER DAVIDSON 
LOS ANGELES Uft—1The oil 
industry in California has been 
split into two warring camps 
by a conservation (or is it?) 
issue that promises to be the 
most controversial on the No­ 
vember ballot. 
The furor is over Proposition 
4, the Oil and Gas Conserva­ 
tion Initiative Act. 
There will be 19 propositions 
on the Nov. 6 California gen­ 
eral election ballot but No. 4 
already stands out as the hot­ 
test. 
Some oil companies are lined 
up for it, others against. Both 
sides are so far apart it is hard 
to find any middle ground. 
The proposition as it will be 
summarized on the November 
ballot reads: 
‘‘Oil 
and Gas Conserva­ 
tion. 
Initiative. Prohi bi t s 
waste, defined as production 
methods which reduce maxi­ 
mum economic quantity of 
oil or gas ultimately recov­ 
erable by good engineering 
practices.
